to "get" J. Edgar Hoover, to glefame and destroy Martin Dies, etc. 
There is no record at the Library of Congress that the manuscript 
was ever published. Kamp is anti-Semetic, ant i communis^ dhd 
national leader of the Constitutional Educational League, Incorporated* 
This League has published numerous pamphlets, publications and 
books and the case is presently in a pending status.

Kamp was convicted for contempt oi Congress in 1948 for failure 
to produce records of the Constitutional Educational League, Inc. , before the 
House Committee on Campaign Expenditures in. 1944. He was sentenced to four 
months* imprisonment and a $100 fine. The conviction wafc upheld on appeal \ 
and he served the prison; term in 1950. He was -indicted for contempt of Congress 
in 1950 for failing to answer questions of the House Committee on Un-American 
Activities.
